How We Struck Italy — 


Britain’s Fleet Air Arm At Work 

The crippling of the Italian fleet 
at Taranto is the second important 
British victory in the war, states 
Major F. A. de V. Robertson V.D. 
the authority on aeronautics. 

“The first,’ he says, ‘‘was the 
defeat of the German air attack 
on Great Britain, The credit for 
the latter goes to the Royal Air 
Force; that for the former to the 
Fleet Air Arm. Only the Fleet Air 
Arm could have struck so hard at 
the Italian warships, because only 
that body could have brought tor. 
pédoes within striking distance of 
the enemy fleet, and only torped- 
oes could have done such over- 
whelming damage. 

**The type of aircraft used in the 
attack was the Fairey Swordfish, 
which is known in the Navy as a 
T. S. R. machine. The initials 
stand for torpedo-spotter-reconn- 
aissance. As hangar space on an 
aircraft carrier is limited, the Fleet 
Air Arm cannot indulge in many 
specialist types of aeroplane. The 
Swordfish and the Albacore are 
both of the T.S. R. class; the Skua 
and the Roc (both products of the 
Blackburn firm) have to combine 
the duties of fighter and dive. 
bomber. In addition, the wings of 
ship-borne aircraft (with the ex- 
ception of the Sea Gladiator) have 
to fold back to save space in the 
hangars and the lifts, and there 
are other requirements which de- 
tract from their performance and 
make them, class for class, inferior 
to shore-based machines. For this 
reason the Italians have never 
built carriers, reckoning that long 
range bombers with bases on Sar- 
dinia, Pantelleria, and the Dodec. 
anese, could cover the whole Med. 
iterranean. 

‘‘However,” says Major Robert. 
son, “the Fleet Air Arm has just 
resently acquired a specialist fight. 
er, the Fairey Fulmar, which is 
faster and altogether better than 
any ship-borne fighter, Already the 
Fulmar has been in action, and has 
shot down a number of Italian 
reconnaissance machines which 
were trying. to shadow the British 
fleet. If the Italians can be kept 
in ignorance of the movements of 
our warships, their task of getting 
supply ships across to Libya and 
the Dodecanese will become more 
hazardous even than it was before.

The World 
of Wheat 


By H. G.L. Strange 


Some are taking a gloomy view 
of the future of the prairie wheat 
industry. For myself, however, I 
feel optimistic, and here are some 
of the reasons:- 

(1) Methods have now been found 
that will permit flour to be fortified 
with the precious Vitamin B. This 
will make bread more nutritious 
and should lead, of course, to an 
increse in bread consumption. 

(2) World population is steadily 
increasing at the rate of about 1% 
per annum, Thisshould call for an 
increased wheat consumption of 
at leaet 35 million bushels each 
year. 

(3) During the past twenty years 
the great trade routes of the world 
have been cluttered up with high 
tariffs and other man-made arti- 
ficial restrictions which have pre- 
vented many people who need 
Canadian wheat from huying it, 
The World has had its fill of this 
so-called ‘‘New Order’ and will, 
I believe, after this war revert to 
the good “Old Order” of much freer 
international trade, and so to 
better fed and more satisfied 
people. 

When the stupid harmful trade 
strangling tariffs, set up by Can- 
ada and other countries, are clear- 
ed away, then most definitely de- 
mands for wheat will increase, 
surpluses wil! disappear, wheat 
prices will rise and, because foreign 
goods will come into Canada more 
freely, then the cost of the “things 
farmers have to buy” will bere- 
duced. 
| Following factors have tended 
to raise the price: Prices of some 
foodstuffs in Belgium have risen 
300 per cent since the war started 
— Great Britain has purchased 
some of the new crop Argentine 
wheat — Acute shortage of wheat 
is reported in China, Japan and 
Manchuria — 1940 wheat pro- 
duction in Korea estimated at 20 
per cent below 1939. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price: Argentine weather 
is now favorable for harvesting — 
Portugal is arranging to add corn 
flour to wheat flour to economize

Germination Tests 

At the annual meetings of the 
Manitoba Agronomists, the Plant 
Disease Committee reported that 
there is a tendency for wheat samples 
collected in Manitoba to germinate 
poorly. (The same may be true in 
parts of Saskatchewan and Alberta). 
It was recommended that farmers 
should increase the rate of seeding 
next spring. There could be no better 
evidence of the wisdom of having 
germination tests made. Any grain 
buyer of a line elevator company 
associated with the Agricultural De- 
partment will be glad to send your 
seed samples in to us for testing. 
Please do not delay, as our laboratory 
is likely to be taxed to capacity. 

Bushels in a Bin 

Eight weeks ago we described a 
method for calculating the number 
of bushels in farm granaries or bins. 
We stated that in order to convert 
cubic feet to measured bushels it was 
only necessary to multiply by 0.8. 
The correct factor is actually 0.78. 
We rounded off the figure deliber- 
ately, partly to simplify calculation 
and partly because in wooden bins 
the bulging of the walls due to pres- 
sure of the grain will largely cancel 
the error involved in using the factor 
08, In round metal bins or wooden 
bins so well braced and tied that 
bulging is very slight, the factor 
0.78 should be used.
